A. LETTERS 

1 . J.W. FULBRIGHT WRITES THAT HE HAS BEEN FOLLOWING YOUR 
ACTIVITIES WITH GREAT INTEREST AND HOPES THAT YOU ARE 
ABLE TO BRING ABOUT A SETTLEMENT THAT AVOIDS VIOLENCE 
AND BLOODSHED. HE GOES ON TO SUGGEST THAT IT MIGHT 

BE A USEFUL ANTIDOTE TO THE ARMS RACE IF THE UN COULD 
SUCCESSFULLY SPONSOR A COMPETITION IN THE CULTURAL FIELD 
COMPARABLE TO THE OLYMPICS. HE ENCLOSES A LETTER FROM 
MR. JULIUS RUDEL, DIRECTOR OF THE NEW YORK CITY OPERA 
WHICH EXPLAINS THE IDEA FURTHER. 

2. GOVERNOR HUGH CAREY OF NEW YORK WRITES OF HIS INTEREST 
IN HAVING A FOREIGN SERVICE OFFICER (HE DOES NOT SPECIFY 
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ANY PARTICULAR OFFICER) ASSIGNED TO SERVE IN NEW YORK 
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AS LIAISON BETWEEN THE STATE AND FEDERAL GOVERNMENTS. HE 
STRONGLY URGES YOUR POSITIVE CONSIDERATION OF THIS REQUEST. 

3. FOREIGN MINISTER FRYDENLUND, NORWAY, THANKS YOU FOR

LAW OF THE SEA CONFERENCE. IT HAS BEEN FORWARDED TO THE 

NORWEGIAN DELEGATION TO THE LOS CONFERENCE WHICH WILL, 

AS BEFORE, DO ITS UTMOST TO ADVANCE THE NEGOTIATIONS 
WHICH COULD COMMAND BROAD SUPPORT AMONG THE WORLD S 
NATIONS. 

4. HERMAN KAHN OF THE HUDSON INSTITUTE WRITES THAT THE 
INSTITUTE IS HAVING A BLACK TIE DINNER IN NEW YORK CITY 
ON NOVEMBER 17 TO COMMEMORATE 15 YEARS OF SURVIVAL AND 
ACCOMPLISHMENT. THEY ARE EXPECTING ABOUT 1000 PEOPLE 
FROM INDUSTRY AND COMMERCE TO BE IN ATTENDANCE. HE 
WOULD BE VERY HAPPY IF YOU WOULD GIVE THE KEYNOTE ADDRESS 
FOR THIS OCCASION. 

5. MR. HENRY FORD II WRITES TO THANK YOU FOR THE LETTER 
FROM YOURSELF, SECRETARY SIMON AND SECRETARY RICHARDSON 
COMMENDING THE VOLUNTARY GUIDELINES FOR MULTINATIONAL 
ENTERPRISES. HE BELIEVES THE GUIDELINES ARE WORKABLE 
AND SHOULD CONTRIBUTE TO A BETTER INTERNATIONAL INVEST- 
MENT CLIMATE. HE SAYS AN ESPECIALLY NOTEWORTHY AND
